AN ACT Relating to authorization for projects recommended by the1

public works board; creating a new section; making an appropriation;2

and declaring an emergency.3

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:4

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. Pursuant to chapter 43.155 RCW, the5

following project loans recommended by the public works board are6

authorized to be made with funds previously appropriated from the7

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. The sum of twenty-six million five hundred11

twenty-one thousand six hundred eighty-eight dollars, or as much12

thereof as may be necessary, is appropriated for the biennium ending13

June 30, 2001, from the public works assistance account to the14

department of community, trade, and economic development for project15

loans recommended by the public works board and previously approved by16

the legislature.17

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. This act is necessary for the immediate18

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the19

state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect20

immediately.21
